GORDON OF GEORGIA. 


Splendid War Lecture at the Grand 


Opera House. 


"LAST DAYS OF THE COHFEDERACI." 


Review of the Eloquent and Humorous 


Remeniacences of the Late Strug- 


gle — Patriotic Utterances 


Warmly Applauded. 


General John B. Gordon of Georgia, 


one of the fighting generals on the Johnny 
Reb side in the late war, and ex-United 
States senator, filled his engagement at 
the Grand last night under tbe auspices 
of Dunham Post, No. 141, G. A. R., 
and was greeted by a large audience, 
scores of ladles being present. 
For two 


hours and fifteen minutes the general 
stood before his audience and talked to 
tbe people about the great battles of the 
war, thrilling incidents on tbe field, and 
spun anecdotes innumerable about sol- 
dier life on tbe march and in the 
camp. 


General Gordon, who commanded the 
right wing of General Lee's army, was 
close to tbe rebel chieftain and because of 
his own close association with Lee, be- 
cause of bis fighting qualities, because be 
was at the surrender at Appomattox, and 
became of bis magnetism as a speaker 
and his wit, he Is today tbe most conspic- 
uous character'on the lecture platform. 


•General Gordon has a fine appearance 


on tbe platform. He is tall, not stout or 
massive, has a refined appearance, and a 
gentle yet expressive speech. His finely 
shaped head ii but sparsely covered with 
hair, the top of his head being quite bald. 
He has a neatly out mustache and chin 
beard, now snowy white. 


His gestures are dignified,and «t times, 


when excited by the recital of some thrill- 
ing war story, be stands in a most com- 
manding attitude with on foot forward, 
bis ihonlders back, bis bead erect and bis 
arms stretched wide as ha thunders forth 
bis magnificent words. His words reach 
tbe human heart and thrill the soul with 
every utterance. 


Tbe stage was appropriately decorated 


for tbe occasion, flags at tbe right and 
left and fesstooned at tbe back of tbe set- 
ting, while smaller flags were on tbe 
chairs and tbe lecturer's stand. 
Palms 


and blooming plants were also In placa. 


General Gordon was enthusiastically re- 


ceived by bis northern audience as be 
came upon tbe stage accompanied by W. 
F. Calboun, commander of Dunham Post, 
and C. M. Imboden, alao an officer of tbe 
post. Commander Calboun introduced 
tbe 
distinguished 
lecturer in 
fitting 


words, tbe blue more than meeting the 
gray half way In wiping away tbe spirit 
of sectional feeling and in tbe spirit of 
love of common country and patriotism. 


The Lecture. 


When General Gordon rose into view, 


for be is very tall, tbe audience cheered 
and clapped him to the echo. By way of 
introduction be laid: 


"Ladies, Comrades and Fellow country- 


men—I want to thank Dr. Calhoun for 
bis tribute and in response to say, that 
though a southern man.aj-touthern soldier 
that there is no man truer to the flag 
than I ain. 


I am here to talk to you of war, but 


am OD a mission ot peace and everlasting 
American brotherhood. (Great applause.) 
In selecting my subject I had no Idea of 
analyzing tbe cause of the decline and 
death of tbe confederacy, nor do I Intend 
to say much ot tbe great battles of tbe 
civil war. But I will tell you some of 
the unrecorded Incidents of the bravery 
and courage of tbe American soldier and 
ot that lofty phase of manhood and wo- 
manhood, developed on the highest plane 
from 1861 to 1866. 


To my soul every soldier who fell in 


that great war on whichever side be 
fought, though bis lips are forever sealed, 
is still a living, speaking witness to bis 
martyrdom for the truth as be under- 
stood It. 


Then tbe general in his quaint southern 


way with a marked southern accent, gave 
Incidents ot Vioksburg and Gettysburg. 
Incidentally he said: I roust toll you one 
feature of that war. 
It left tin both sides 


tbe lines a record of American valor 
which tbe lapse of ages cannot obliterate. 


The general was very happy In many of 


bis Incidents and told them with a quaint 
humor which kept the audience in Inces- 
sant laughter. 


The reason Lee crossed tbe Potomac 


was that bis s Idlers were hungry—poor 
devllj, they were very hungry, they were 
starving. We saw tht valleys of Penn- 
sylvania, fair and beautiful, stretching 
out In tempting view, only the Potoms* 
between us and plenty. Our movements 
were dictated not only by military strat- 
egy, bat by tbe sharp pangs of our empty 
stomachs. Beside*, social reciprocity de- 
manded that we should go over; we owed 
our Yankee cousins quite a large Lumber 
of visits, and It was not in the nature of 
tbe chivalrous southern boys to leave their 
social debts unpaid. We bad endeavored 
to pass Into Maryland, but tbe treatment 
of us by George B. McCleilan and bis 
boy* with blue clothes on, though It evi- 
denced a very hot welcome, did not en- 
courage us to etay long and so we con- 
cluded to postpone our trip further north 
to a more convenient season. We crossed 


the Potomao rapidly and cheerfully, but 
W9 recrosred it more rapidly and less 
cheerfully. I need not explain to you 
that we meant not disrespect to the union 
soldiers by our sudden leave-taking, but 
to be honest we did go a little sudden. 
We had made our arrangements to stay 
away trora home all summer as the guests 
of Pennsylvania, but It was not our fate 
to have it so. 


Muny months passed. Tbe war was 


over. We came to the conclusion that it 
wasn't worth while to set up a separate 
government down in tbe south land. 
And this time, my countrymen of Illi- 
nois, when we came again we came to 
stay and to stay forever. No longer a 
hostile banner was oorne by us, but we 
rallied around this old Sag, this common 
flag, whose every stripe has been made 
richer and brighter by common American 
blood, and 
whose stars, representing 


proud states, coequal and free, carved out 
of mighty territories acquired by state 
and national statesmanship, grow the 
brighter every day as emblems of every 
skate in this giant union. 


And we same back from tbe conflict 


without uny lingering bitterness, with a 
patriotism always sincere, and gave our 
gold and gave our vowa to tbe unrivalled 
government, bequeathed to us by a com- 
mon ancestry, and this union of ours, 
faith and love, shall continue through all 
the ages and know internecine war no 
more forever. 


Then be told In rapid succession stories 


of how bis soldiers drafted a Pennsylva 
nia Dutchman's mare, of bow tbe general 
offered to pay for it In confederate money, 
but the stolid 
broad-backed German 


couldn't see it. Then he (old of a woman 
whom he called tbe heorlne of theSusque- 
faanua. 


Tbe retreating federals, and then came 


a laugh from the G. A. R. men in the 
audience. Turning to them General Gor- 
don fald: "Ah, boys, the federals did re- 
treat sometimes.'' 


Tbe retreating federals, be cried again, 


bad fired a bridge. The bridge bod fired 
tbe town, but his command was formed 
about the burned district and be saved 
tbe house of his heorlne. She invited htm 
ib breakfast, and this modest, refined, 
cultured, northern woman was surround- 
ed by only confederate soldiers in gray 
uniforms. 


General Gordon complimented her upon 


her exceeding klndnass. Then her eyes 
Sashed and she «aid In sharp, clear tones: 
"General Gordon, I cannot afford to hare 
you misunderstand me. 
You and your 


soldiers saved my house from fire and 
ruin. I appreciate it, but I am a union 
woman, uiy husband and my sons are In 
tbe union army with my approval, and 
my daily prayer la that tbe union cause 
may triumph and my country be saved." 


Then General Gordon said In a loud 


voice: "My fellow countrymen, such a 
woman, with su h a spiirt, with such a 
courage, with such a conviction, deserves 
a lofty niche in tbe temple of patriotism." 


Then he spoke of tbe Spartan courage 


of southern women, of their devotion on 
the battle Seld, tbe weeping mothers send- 
ing their boys away to tbe war, of tbe 
southern women caring for the sick and 
dying, and be marveled at their saintly 
spirit of martyrdom as they bravely faced 
their fate and saw all the wealth and 
comfort of their lives swept down bofore 
their pale but divinely beautiful faces. 


Turning to tbe bovs In blna he said: 


"The sufferings and sacrifices of Ameri- 
can women, southern and northern, will 
forever remain to the true patriot and real 
lover ot his country as an Inspiring mem- 
orial to the libation of blood poured forth 
by their brave brothers." 


Then he gave some Incidents of Gettys- 


burg, told of hie finding Major General 
Francis C. Barlow of New York dying on 
tbe field and of their meeting fifteen 
years after at a dinner when both tbe sup- 
posed dead men fell into each others arms. 


It Is impossible to record all tbe Inci- 


dents and stories which General Gordon 
told. They fell fast and eloquent from 
bis tongue, and In describing some of tbe 
scenes through which he bad passed dar- 
ing the war be raised the audience to tbe 
highest pitch of enthusiasm. 


He tpoke In feellng'terms of tbe friend- 


ship formed on tbe battleground between 
hlmielf, a confederate general, and Major 
General Barlow, a general of the union 
army, as a sacred friendship that would 
lost until they were called to meet on the 
eternal camping ground above. 


Then followed stories of the eccentrici- 


ties of a cocfederate officer,General Ewell, 
wbo felt that he bad an advantage over 
Genrr.il Gordon In having a wooden leg. 
benmso it didn't bnrt a fellow to be shot 
in it. 


Then hp passed a glowing exordium on 


General .tunclr, who lie said would as 
tlmeToUeii on, rank blgtaerand higher on 
tbe scroll <if great captains. He told how 
General M.-idc, immediately after the 
war, at n buui|iiet In Atlanta, drank Gen 
eral Gordon's beaitb, and this did not oc- 
cur In the piping1 times of peace, but 
when tbe pollltcai atmosphere was blood 
red with strife. 


Then oimu a magnificent eulogy of 


Grant ,iod tbe battle of the Wilderness, 
when Grant met Lee first. Then follow- 
ed a striking bit of eulogy on Hooker. 


Here he spoke of the saintly spirit of 


Stonewall Jackson, and a burst of ap- 
plause broke forth. Again he referred to 
tbe might of General Grant, to his fight- 
ing and staying qoallltes, and then came 
a tribute of praise to Wlnfleld Scott Han- 
cock, a gnat soldier, a great citizen and a 
general who led a superb charge. Of 
General Robert E. Lee be ipoke in tbe 
mo*t tender tones as a soldier who had 


followed him and loved him. And ha 
cried: "In 
my judgment no grander 


citizen, no greater chieftain over lived." 


It was my fortune to cover Lee's re- 


treat, he went on. In the darkness of tha 
midnight we burned the bridges behind 
us and we carried in our hearts a heavy 
load of woo because of our disaster. 
But 


I bad an added woe, for I had left behind 
me that sweet wife whose angel ministra- 
tions I bad so often enjoyed. But tome 
knightly soldier IP blue Uniterm bad 
found that wife and her sick child and 
bad thrown around them a cordon of 
union baoynets as a protection from in- 
trusion. 


Without food, without rest, tbe demon 


of war seemed to spend his furies upon u« 
and revel in havoc. Yet even at this stern 
time tbe ludicrous and the laughable pre- 
vailed. There was a deep religious feel- 
ing in Lee's army and prayer meetings 
were often held, oven at the time of re- 
treat. One prayer, I recall from a great, 
brave old soldier, was: "O Lord, we are 
having n mighty big fight and lots of 
trouble, and we do hope, Lord, that you 
will take a proper view of this subject and 
give us the victory." He soon found that 
the Lord bad taken a different view. 


General Gordon closed with a magnifi- 


cent eulogy of the flag, and be sat down 
amid a storm of huzzas from tbe people. 


After tbe oration be was surrounded by 


tbe G. A. R. men and shaken warmly by 
tbe hand and greeted as an old comrade. 
It was an Interesting scene and the audi- 
ence brought its spirit, for tbey gathered 
around the platform and joined in the 
welcome.

of treachery. Rivers was making no 
movement and evidently permitted him- 
•elf to be surprised by a body of Spanish 
troops, which no commander, with the 
alertness tbat is essential ID tbe methods 
adopted by tba. Cubans, should have, at 
any time, left any possibility for. 


Tbe Spaniards were bunting tbe Cu 


bans IE tbe hills of Pinar del Bio and 
could bave been observed or reconnoitred 
at any time. Tbe Cubans could know 
where every Spanish command was at all 
time and what tbe possibilities of the 
command might be as to surprises so tbat 
they should have been guarded against. 
And yet according to tbe etory Rivera 
himself suffered a surprise from tbe foe 
and was captured in a position selected 
by himself, "be loss of Rivera will not 
cripple tbe canse of the Cubans. Another 
will be found equally as efficient. 
Other 


commanders are all the time being devel- 
oped by tbe force of circumstances and 
tbe death or capture of a general officer 
means but little for the Spaniards or tbe 
Cubans.

Home or Oar Flr.t President'* *»« 


tor* Sold »« Auction. 


A few days ago there was brought 


to the hammer in Durham county, Eng- 
land, a building of more than a little in- 
terest to Americans because of its asso- 
ciations. 
It is old Washington hall, 


an early home of ancestors of the first 
president of the United States. For 
generations the place was the seat of 
the Washington family, end it is one oi 
the few existing1 properties mentioned 
in the Domesday Book! but for all that 
the boil and the ground adjoining it 
brought in the market only 
$2,023. 


From a commercial point of view this 
is perhaps all that it is worth, for the 
building is fast, falling to ruin, antl 
of all the property which once went 
with it only a small plot of ground is 
left, but the historical and sentimen

tal interest which attaches to it gives it 
a, value considerably above the price 
paid. 


Washington hall dates from the early 


part of the seventeenth century and 
was built by William James, bishop of 
Durham. The structure is of stone, 
with nrullioned windows and boldly 
projecting- porches. At one end there 
is a large outstanding chimney. But 
the connection of the Washington 
family with the manor goes fur back 
to the date of the erection of the hall, 
In the first half of the twelfth cen- 
tury William de Ilertbnrne held Wash- 
ington, save the church and its lands, 
in exchange for Ilertburne, near Stock 
ton-on-Tees. Either this William de 
Hertburne or one of his immediate suc- 
cessors assumed the local name. Wil 
Ham de Wessington is mentioned as a 
witness to charters of the bishop of 
Durham between 1260 and 1274. Wash- 
ington Irving, wh^n tracing the gene- 
alogy of the Washington family, proved 
flearly that George Washington was 
c'escendetl from these \\ ashiugtons, of 


Toward the close of the fourteenth 


century the direct male line expired, 
the daughter of the last of the name 
marrying Sir William 
Tempest, of 


Studley. The manor then passed sue 
cessively into other families and was 
divided into several parts. I'rom time 
to time portions of it were sold until 
there remained only the h.ills and 
giounds,.' The local authorities, de- 
siring to make a new cemetery, pur- 
cha&*d the property, ami having no use 
for tb# old mansion, decided to sell that 
with as much of the iand as was not 
needed. The present owner ia Mr. 
Uaseph Dickinson,aWashington trades- 
man.

Rev. George IJ. Guttersor> of Boston, 


district secretary for Xew England of 
fhe American Missionary association, 
has just finished an investigationof the 
facts concerning Indians in the United 
States. As an indication of the pres- 
ent standing of the red man the facts 
are interesting. 


Indians are row found in every state 


and territory of the union, their total 
number, according to Mr. Gutterson, be- 
ing 230,041, and the number of tribea 
<iO. This total includes 58,806 "civil- 
zsfl" Indians, as those who live neith- 
r on reservations nor in tribal rela- 
tions are called, but itdoes not take into 
account 
23,531 Indians in Alaska, 


uhere they form 73.42 per cent, of the 
aopnlation. Among the "uncivilized1 
Indians there are about 38,000 of school 
age, 23,393 of whom are enrolled in dif- 
ferent educational institutions. 


A large variety of occupations have 


been taken up by the Indians, some of 
them of th'e highest class. They are 
traders, clerks, engineers, physicians, 
trained nurses and clergymen. Many 
of them are mechanics, supporting 
•-hemselves entirely by their trades. 
3ut the great majority of them are sal- 
aried with occupations more readily 
taken up. They follow such callings 
as teaming, the growing of corn ond 
lay, cattle and sheep farming, the sell- 
ing of ginseng, fish, berries, iwild rice, 
maple sugar, and of bead, work, moo- 
•asms, pottery, baskets and similar 
hings. The Indian women in man; 
wrts of the country make beautiful 
ace. 


In 1S9C there were 293 Indian schools, 


of which 223 were under government 
•ontrol.

In the first place it does not look like 
llacoc county by any means, as it has 
been sadly neglected since "de wah.' 
But in riding over the country when 
you see where a northern man lives you 
can readily see what it would be if 
properly cared for, as the soil here will 
respond to kind treatment as readily as 
it will in Macon county; it is dark red 
in color and can be made to produce 
anything that will grow in the north, 
and of course some things that won't 
with sweet potatoes and 'possum in 
abundance. 
When you examine the 


records of Madison county you will find 
the Government sold this land to orig- 
inal settlers for $100 per acre, bat later 
on gave them a rebate of 266%, making 
it cost them 833^ per acre. Where will 
you find any place in the United States 
where land sold at such prices as in 
northern Alabama. This was once cer 
tainly a garden spot, and will be again 
when it is built up. We need some 
good northern farmers here to develop 
it, and they are coming all the time, and 
more to follow. We are not subject to 
the drouth of the west nor the cold of 
the north. The country is somewhat 
broken, a range of mountains running 
through this county, but the level and 
valley lands are good, with soil in some 
places fifteen feet deep. The price of 
farm lands ranges from 95 00 to $75 per 
acre, owing to the distance from town, 
location, improvements, etc.; and some 
farms you can buy at any price; but dis 
tance does not mean so much here. AH 
the main roads leading into town are 
pikes and are always good, There ate 
parties here who bought land at $9 to 
f 15 per acre who are renting it for 12.50 
and 13.00. Pretty good investment, is 
it not? Come down and s-e for your 
selves. Would like to hear from some 
of our Iowa and Texas friends. You 
may hear from me again.
